Opportunities for establishing new industries under favourable conditions, and of expanding existing 


ones, are afforded in the new development area of South Lancashire. 


A plentiful supply of labour of a 


good type is becoming available, and facilities generally are more promising than in the industrially 


congested districts of the South of England.

HE South Lancashire Development Area lies 

in the South Lancashire Coalfield, between 

the densely populated corner of Lancashire 
centering on Manchester and the rich agricultural 
plain running southward from Ormskirk to Mersey- 
side. The industrial towns on this coalfield fall 
within a relatively compact area, which is served 
with excellent communications to north, south, east 
and west. 

The main line L.M.S. Railway (London—Crewe— 
Preston—Carlisle) and the trunk road from the 
Midlands via Warrington in the south to Preston 
and Scotland in the north, both pass through the 
heart of the area. From east to west the area is 
traversed by the L.M.S. Railway, and the East 
Lancashire Road provides easy access to Manchester 
Rail, Road and Liverpool and their great ports. 
and Water The Leeds and Liverpool Canal 
Links crosses the northern part of the area, 
providing water communication with Merseyside, 
North-East Lancashire and the West Riding of 
Yorkshire. This canal is connected with the Bridge- 
water Canal, thus providing access by water to 
Manchester and the Potteries. Within a radius of 
ho more than 25 miles from the centre of the area 
live 5: million people, who, together with the varied 
industries in which they are occupied, provide a 
big market for nearly every kind of product. 

Nevertheless, despite the advantages of situation 
and transport, the industrial history of the area was 
far from satisfactory during the inter-war period and 
the population suffered severely from a lack f 
employment. Consequently the decision was taken 
early in 1946 to schedule the area under the Dis- 
tribution of Industry Act, 1945, so that its towns 
and population might be assisted to retain war- 
time prosperity. The precise extent of the South 
Lancashire Development Area is defined as :— 

The County Boroughs of Wigan and St. Helens.

In the administrative County of Lancaster, the 
Urban Districts of Standish with Langtree, 
Blackrod, Aspull,-Westhoughton, Hindley, Ince- 
in-Makerfield, Abram, Ashton-in-Makerfield, Gol- 
borne, Newton-le-Willows, Haydock, Billinge 
and Winstanley, Orrell, Upholland and Skelmers- 
dale; and within the Rural District of Wigan 
the parishes of Shevington and Haigh. 

The Development Area covers 108 square miles 
and contained a population of 370,000 in 1939, 
of whom 125,000 were insured workers. During the 
years 1934/1938 the numbers of unemployed workers 
averaged more than 25,000. The explanation for 
this depression in industrial activity is similar to 
that in the other Development Areas—a dangerously 
high dependence on those basic industries which 
suffered most severely during the depression of the 
early 1930’s and failure to share fully in the economic 

recovery in the years between then 
Coal, Iron and 1939. Wigan had already suffered 
and Cotton the loss of its iron and steel industry 
before 1930 and this was followed by the decline 
in the basic industries of coal and cotton. As coal 
mining was the dominant industry, the industrial 
decline left no vacant factories in which new and 
expanding industries might have been accommodated 
during the period when industry nationally was 
reviving. 

Such recovery as took place, 
confined to the comparatively few existing firms 
which were in the expanding industries. The effect 
of this was only slight and unemployment persisted 
on a serious scale until the inception of the re- 
armament programme. Unemployed workers were 
to some extent more fortunate than those in most 
parts of the other Development Areas, because there 
was the chance of securing employment in more 
prosperous nearby Lancashire towns without the 
need to leave or move their homes. Large numbers 
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of workers did in fact travel daily to Manchester, Bolton, 


Leyland, Preston and Warrington; but for this outlet 
the situation would have been much worse. The war 
brought an intensification of this movement, and not- 


withstanding the erection of some Government factories 
within the area, large numbers of workers, both men and 
women, had to travel to the great R.O.F.s. at Chorley and 
Risley. 

The largest factories erected in the Development Area 
by the Government during the war period, are the R.O.F. 
at Beech Hill, Wigan, and the I.C.I. Factory at Standish, 
near Wigan. The R.O.F. is at present being retained by 
the Ministry of Supply, and the I.C.I. Factory has been 
allocated for civilian production. One portion has been 
taken over by H. J. Heinz Co. Ltd., for the manufacture 
of food products, and the other portion by Carrington & 
Dewhurst Ltd. for rayon weaving. 

Among smaller premises erected during the war are a 
Ministry of Supply Research Establishment ; an Admiralty 
Optical Works, and a factory erected by Ministry of 
Supply for one of their war-time contractors. All of these 
are situated in St. Helens and are being retained for the 
present by the owning Ministries. 


Post-War Projects 


Since the war ended several firms already established 
in the South Lancashire Development Area have under- 


taken extensions of their existing factories. These projects 
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will cater for expansion in the glass and engineering 
industries and for increased production of textiles, paper 
and drugs. Many firms from outside the area are also 
interested in the possibility of erecting new factories there 
and several have already decided to go ahead with privately 
financed building schemes. These include a large new 
factory to be erected at St. Helens by Dunlop Cotton 
Mills Ltd. to employ about 1,500 workpeople in the manu- 
facture of yarn for tyre fabric, and a factory at Hindley 
to be erected by Turner Bros. Asbestos Ltd. of Rochdale, 
requiring about 900 workpeople for the manufacture of 
conveyor belting, etc. Smaller factories have also been 
planned by firms for the manufacture of belts and braces, 
vehicle repairing, and fabrication of light gauge metal 
sections. The Central Electricity Board are also building a 
new generating station in the area. 

As in the case of other Development Areas a non-profit 
making company, in this instance known as the North- 
Western Industrial Estates Company Ltd., has been set 
up. The Company, of which the Chairman is Mr. George 
Gibson, C.H., LL.D., will act as agent for the Board of 
Trade in the erection of factories which are to be built by 
Government finance under the Distribution of Industry 
Act and teased to industrialists who are prepared to establish 
themselves in the area. The nature of the problem in the 
South Lancashire Area does not call for the establishment 
of extensive trading estates on the lines that have been 
followed in other areas, but plans are going ahead for the

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Civilian Industries to take 
over at Kidbrooke 


HE 700,000 square feet of covered floor space at No. 1 
Maintenance Unit, Kidbrooke, Kent, are being vacated 
by the Royal Air Force and allocated by the Board of 
trade to civilian industry for productive use and to Govern- 
nent departments for storage and servicing. 

The release of Kidbrooke will enable Government services 
md stores to be moved there from 28 requisitioned industrial 
juildings in various parts of London and in Leicester, Luton, 
Thatcham (Berkshire), Keighley (Yorkshire), Croydon, 
Wallington (Surrey), and Tonbridge (Kent). The industrial 
premises to be vacated total 423,000 square feet. They 
were formerly used for making clothing, gloves, food pro- 
jucts, motor-tyres, plastics, confectionery and cardboard 
boxes, and as printing, gas stove repair and iron foundry 
works, etc. Of the covered space at Kidbrooke, about 
550,000 square feet will go. to Government departments and 
150,000 to civilian industries. 

Occupants of the industrial space have been selected from 
london firms who wish to engage in production urgently 
wquired for civilian needs; some of them are at present 
without accommodation. The firms selected are :— 
Foxborough Yoxall Ltd. (makers of scientific instru- 
ments); Scientific and Projections Ltd. (instruments and 
cinema equipment); Paterex Ltd. (instruments); Brent- 
ford Transformers; F. C. Burnard & Co. Ltd. (engineers’ 
chucks); J.B. Manufacturing Co. Ltd. (woodworking). 
There remains one more allocation of covered space which 
will be made according to the requirements of the forward 
employment situation. All decisions affecting Kidbrooke 
have been taken with a view to employing the 1,400 civilian 
personnel engaged there by the Air Ministry. 





Air Mail to and from Foreign 
Countries 


Complaints have been received from a number of firms 
and from H.M. Trade Commissioners to the effect that some 
communications to and from this country have been 
inadequately stamped and inadequately packed. 

Business firms are advised to ensure that their com- 
munications are properly stamped and packed in outer 
covers of material sufficiently strong to be able to stand the 
journey and frequent handling during transit.

acquisition of two sites—one of approximately 25 acres in 
St. Helens and the other of about 30 acres in Wigan. 

These sites are intended to accommodate some 250,000 
q. ft. and 400,000 sq. ft. respectively of factory space in 
mall and medium-sized units. Individual sites will also 
be acquired in these and other parts of the Development 


} Area as may be necessary to meet the needs of particular 


firms and the industrial needs of the various districts. 
The most urgent need and opportunity for industry is for 
projects that will find employment for men, but there are 
sufficient women available to ensure a balanced labour 
free for firms whose production calls for a moderate 
proportion of female labour. 

The legacy of the declining basic industries in the shape 
of land marred by derelict buildings, slag heaps and flashes 
presents a special problem in the area. The acquisition and 
dlearance of these sites to fit them for further use for 
industry, housing or amenities, will be one of the foremost 
tasks to be undertaken by the Board of Trade under the 
powers given in the Distribution of Industry Act. 
Excellent transport communications with all parts of 
the country ; close proximity to the ports of Liverpool 
and Manchester and the great industrial areas; work- 
People whose sterling qualities have been abundantly 
testified by the experience of industrialists are the factors 
Which, together with the assistance now made available 
by the Distribution of Industry Act, should ensure the 
South Lancashire Coalfield area an era of prosperity. 





Census of Distribution 


REPARATIONS are proceeding for taking a Pilot 

Census next year as recommended by the Census of 

Distribution Committee, and the work of the trade 
advisory committees on the construction of the census 
schedules is well advanced. (Ref. Board of Trade Journal, 
June 22, 1946, page 790.) 

The areas to be covered by the Pilot Census have now been 
decided. They are the counties of Aberdeenshire, Berk- 
shire and Merionethshire and the following towns: Alder- 
shot, Barnard Castle, Bridgend, Chester, Chorley, Crook, 
Galashiels, Halifax, Jarrow, Kidderminster, Liverpool and 
Bootle, Oban, Oxford, Rugby, Skegness, Skelmersdale, 
Stafford, Swansea, Taunton, Weymouth, Wycombe. The 
town of Bristol will also be covered as far as wholesale and 
allied trades only are concerned. 

These areas have not been selected as constituting in any 
way a representative cross section of the trade of the 
country but in order to provide experience of the various 
problems which would be involved in taking a full Census. 
For instance, the sample includes some scattered rural 
areas as well as a number of large towns and there are 
examples of seaside resorts where trade is highly seasonal. 
It includes also the six towns covered by the ‘“ Trial 
Census ”’ carried out in 1936, since comparison of the Pilot 
Census statistics for these towns with the earlier data 
may be of value. 


Utility Non-Wool Apparel Cloth 


New Directions* relating to the manufacture and supply 
of Utility non-wool apparel cloth have been issued and will 
come into force on August 19. The Directions introduce 
the first list of Amendments to Schedule NWI. 

A new shirting cloth, a new heavy overall cloth and two 
new lining cloths are added to the range of cotton cloths. 
Provision is made for alternative finishes on certain existing 
cloths, and a printed finish is now authorised on three 
cloths for rubberising. 

A new spun rayon dress cloth and two new rayon poults 
are added to the range of rayon cloths and additional 
finishes are given for specification No. 1020. 

Manufacturers’ maximum selling prices have been in- 
creased for linen cloths and for certain rayon cloths, to 
cover increased production costs. The prices of five 
rayon cloths have been reduced.

New Glove Directions 


Higher maximum prices for Utility leather and fabric 
gloves are fixed by new Directions* issued by the Board of 
Trade which came into operation on August 15. These 
increases were made in consequence of higher manufacturers’ 
costs. 

The range of leather prices for leather gloves has been 
expanded to take account of the higher cost of raw material 
and, consequently, the specification numbers for all Utility 
leather gloves have been changed. The prices in the No. 8 
Directions continue to apply to gloves marked with the 
former specification numbers. In addition, the child’s dyed 
rabbit mitt has been replaced by a mitt manufactured from 
better quality fur or from wooled lambskin (specification 
number 245). 

The specifications and numbers relating to fabric gloves 
remain unchanged in the new Directions.

where space was left for their insertion. 

Supplies relating to the month of June this year are 
considerably affected by holidays as Victory Day and the 
Whitsun holidays both fell within the month. In June 1945 
there were no general holidays, so that for monthly returns 
progress since a year ago can best be seen by comparing 
average supplies during the second quarterly period of this 
year with the corresponding period of last year. This is 
the method adopted in the comparison for the more im- 
portant items given below.

Comparison with periods other than a year ago for the 
more important series show the following results. 


Footwear: Leather 

Though adjusted for working days, total supplies in 
June showed a slight fall of 24 per cent. on those in May, 
due, possibly, to an under-estimate for holidays. Men’s 
leather boots and shoes, however, showed an increase of 
11 per cent. on the previous high May figure. 
Footwear: Rubber 

Total figures for June though unadjusted for working 
days were 1} per cent. higher than in May. 


Non-wool Cloth for Clothing 
The May figure—another peak—was 6 per cent. higher 
than in April. : 


Bedding 

Substantial increases are shown for all three main pro- 
ducts in the April/May figures compared with those for 
February/March ; supplies of mattresses rose by 25 per 
cent., of pillows and bolsters by 16 per cent., and quilts 
by 35 per cent. 
Utility Furniture 

The unit value for June adjusted for working days 
showed a further increase of 3 per cent. on May. 
Domestic Pottery 

The index for April to June is 5 per cent. higher than that 
for the previous quarter. 

Other increases over the previous period were umbrellas 
(11 per cent.); matches (34 per cent.); indoor games, 





e.g., chess, draughts and domino sets (123 per cent.), and 
playing cards (16 per cent.). 

Figures for the month of June compared favourably 
on the whole with those for May, when due allowance jg 
made for differences in working days. In spite of this 
difference figures for prams, etc., rose another 4 per cent, 
and for clocks and watches, 9 per cent. Figures for alarm 
clocks and watches are materially affected by imports.

Inter-Departmental Committee on Scientific Instruments 


An Inter-Departmental Committee on the Scientific 
Instruments Industry has been formed to deal with pro- 
blems arising inside the industry, the Ministry of Supply 
announce. 

Panels have been set up within the Committee to review 
sections of the industry. One panel has been appointed 
to recommend what action should be taken to encourage 
development, to increase production to meet the estimates 
of existing and potential demands at home and abroad, 
and, generally, to put the industry on a sound economic 
basis. 

It is essential that this panel shall be provided with 
up-to-date facts on the present capacity and development 


plans of all firms in the Industry. Accordingly a ques- 
tionnaire has been circulated asking for certain details 
of the production of furnace-blown, pressed and lamp- 
blown scientific glassware. 

Any firms who have not received the questionnaire 
should communicate with the Secretary, Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee on Scientific Instruments (Scientific 
Glassware Panel) Room 700, Portland House, Tothill 
Street, London, S.W.1. 

All information given in the questionnaire will be treated 
as strictly confidential. 

The Committee was founded at the request of the Cabinet 
Home Affairs Committee. 
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Resumption of Trade 
with Austria 


TTENTION is called to the Payments Agreement with 
A Austria signed on July 31, 1946, and now in force (the 

text to be issued shortly as a White Paper) which is 
jesigned to provide the mechanism for payments between 
the two countries in respect of current trade. This Agree- 
nent provides for payments in respect of imports from and 
aports to Austria to be made in sterling through banking 
channels. For further particulars traders should consult 
their bankers. 


Attention is also called to the following Orders made under 
the Trading with the Enemy Act which were signed on 
August 13, namely :— 


Trading with the Enemy Authorization (Austria) Order, 
1946 (S.R. & O. 1373). 

Trading with the Enemy (Transfer of Negotiable 
Instruments, etc.) (Austria) Order, 1946 (S.R. & O. 
1374). 


Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) (Amendment) 
(Austria) Order, 1946 (S.R. & O. 1375). 


The general effect of these Orders is to permit trade with 
the Austrian State and persons carrying on business in 
Austria and to remove Board of Trade and Custodian control 
over money or property accruing in consequence of this 
authorization. Austrian property in the United Kingdom 
at the date of the Order and income arising therefrom con- 
tinue under such control. The Transfer of Negotiable 
Instruments (etc.) Order sanctions certain transfers or 
assignments of choses in action made ‘for or on behalf of 
persons in Austria. 

United Kingdom traders wishing to trade with Austria 
will need to obtain United Kingdom import or export 
licences for goods requiring these as for other markets (i.e. by 
application to the Import Licensing Department, 189 Regent 
Street, London, W.1, or to the Export Licensing Dept., 
Stafford House, King William Street, E.C.4). Traders are 
warned that as in the case of United Kingdom trade with 
other countries supply and other considerations may preclude 
the issue of a United Kingdom import or export licence. 
United Kingdom importers and exporters are also reminded 
of the necessity of complying with the United Kingdom 
exchange control requirements, full details of which can be 
obtained from any bank. 


Sterling Exchange 


United Kingdom traders are advised that before finally 
entering into commitments they should satisfy themselves 
that their Austrian customers have the necessary permission 
from the appropriate authorities of the Austrian Govern- 
ment to export from or import into Austria and to acquire 
the necessary sterling exchange with which to pay for the 
imports. 


It is hoped that these announcements may facilitate a 
speedy restoration and development of trade with Austria. 
The Moscow Declaration of November 1943 recorded the 
desire of the powers ‘‘ to see re-established a free and 
independent Austria.” Steps in the implementation of this 
resolve have been the liberation of Austria by Allied Forces 
and the formal severance of the country from Germany ; the 
recognition of the Austrian Government and of the restored 
independence of the Austrian State ; and the provision in the 
new Control Agreement signed on June 28, 1946, for the 
transfer to the Austrian Government of many of the 
functions hitherto exercised by the Allied Council for 
Austria, including responsibility for day-to-day matters of 
trade. 


The sterling available to Austria for purchases from the 
United Kingdom will depend on her ability to earn sterling 
by exports and within the limits of the sterling available to 
her, the Austrian authorities will need to give priority to 
imports of those goods which they deem most essential. 


At the same time the Austrian need for essential goods is 
urgent and it is hoped that in such cases ability to obtain 
reasonable deliveries will not prove to be unduly prejudiced 
by the fact that resumption of trade with Austria becomes 
possible only after trade with most other countries has been 
re-established for some time. Traders are reminded of the 
desirability, in their own interest, of spreading their exports, 
lather than concentrating on a few markets where con- 
ditions are easiest at the moment. 
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Netherlands East Indies 
Current Trade 


Ter: Board of Trade draw attention to the provisions 
of :— 


(a) the Trading with the Enemy (Authorization) (Nether- 
lands East Indies) Order, 1946, dated August 13, 1946 
(Statutory Rules and Orders 1946 No. 1386, price 1d.). 


(6) the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) (Amendment) 
(Netherlands East Indies) Order, 1946, dated August 
13, 1946 (Statutory Rules and Orders 1946 No. 1387, 
price 1d.). 

The general effect of these Orders is that those provisions 
of the Trading with the Enemy Act, 1939, and the Custodian 
Order, 1939, which remained in force after the liberation of 
the Netherlands East Indies now cease to apply in respect of 
money and property accruing on or after August 13, 1946, to 
persons resident in that territory. Money which becomes 
payable to persons resident in the Netherlands East Indies 
(or to certain concerns controlled by such persons) on or 
after August 13, 1946, and property coming into their 
ownership on or after August 13, 1946, cease to be subject to 
the Custodian of Enemy Property. 


Money which has become due before August 13, 1946, but 
which has not been paid or held to the Order of the Cus- 
todian, remains payable to the Custodian. 


Similerly, property in the United Kingdom which before 
August 13, 1946, was subject to report to the Custodian, 
remains property to which Article 4 of the Trading with the 
Enemy (Custodian) Order, 1939, still applies and must not 
be parted with nor dealt with without the consent of the 
Board of Trade. 


The effect of these Orders, in conjunction with S.R. & O. 
1946 No. 441, Transfer of Negotiable Instruments, etc., 
Order dated March 27, 1946, is to lift Trading with the 
Enemy restrictions on trade between the Netherlands East 
Indies and the United Kingdom. Banking relations may 
now be resumed and traders in the United Kingdom pro- 
posing to enter into transactions with persons in the 
Netherlands East Indies should consult their bankers regard- 
ing the procedure to be followed under the Defence (Finance) 
Regulations. 


Gift Parcels from Overseas 


In view of recent publicity about the alleged seizures of 
gift parcels from overseas, the Board of Trade issuv the 
following statement : 


Under the Import of Goods (Control) Orders, alt goods 
brought into this country must have an import licence. A 
concession is, however, made concerning unsolivited gift 
parcels. 


Under this concession, such gift parcels are allowed in 
without an import licence providing they fulfil the main 
requirements that not more than one per month is sent and 
that no parcel totals more than 11 lbs. gross weight and does 
not contain more than 7 lbs. of foodstuffs or more than 2 Ibs. 
of any one foodstuff. These limitations are well known 
abroad and have been issued to the press in this country. 


Parcels which do not comply with these conditions are 
stopped by H.M. Customs and subsequently handed over to 
approved charitable organizations without payment. When 
a@ parcel is seized in this way, the addressee is always 
notified in writing. 


Out of several million gift parcels received from all sources 
during the first five months of this year, the total number 
seized and handed over to charitable organizations was 
only 125. 


These regulations are regarded by the Ministry of Food as 
necessary in order to ensure that the general ‘‘ fair shares ”’ 
principle of food rationing is not upset. 


A possible explanation of the complaints of non-arrival 
may be that some commercial firms overseas who make a 
business of sending food parcels to this country are so over- 
whelmed with orders that considerable delays take place 
before the parcels are actually dispatched. 
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Wartime Developments in the German 
Iron and Steel Industry 


HE condition of German iron and steel making plants 

in the British Zone of occupation, is described in a 

number of C.I.0.8S. and B.I.0.S. reports by investi- 
gators (see footnotes). Surveys of technical developments 
during the war deal with every aspect of the iron and steel 
producing industries, ranging from the latest processes for 
beneficiation of iron ore, as operated at the Hermann Goering 
plant, through a discussion of blast furnace design and 
operation, steel works practice and rolling mill equipment, 
to the production of steel castings. 

The investigations were limited to plants in the British 
Zone, but as the greater part of German iron and steel 
making capacity is located there, the ground is well covered 
in these reports of investigations by teams of technical 
experts representing the most important British industrial 
interests as well as the official supply ministries. 

During the war Germany developed the use of low-grade 
ores from the Salzgitter district, erecting and operating what 
is perhaps the most complete installation in the world for 
iron ore washing, crushing, grading, bedding, sintering and 
beneficiating by the Lurgi and Krupp-Renn processes, at the 
H. Goering works at Watenstedt. 

The metallurgical problems arising in the use of such 
highly siliceous ores in the blast furnace were solved by the 
installation of equipment for crushing, grading and sizing of 
the ore, sintering of the fires, the use of a blast furnace 
burden with a ratio of lime to silica not exceeding unity, 
incorporation of the Peine calcareous ores to give a self- 
fluxing burden, desulphurization by the soda-ash process in 
the pig-iron ladles, and the erection of all operating units in 
the largest practical size to secure the known advantages, 
both metallurgical and economic. Two grades of iron were 
made, in different furnaces, one acid, the other basic, so as 
to derive the best yield of available manganese, which were 
then poured into the same mixer and again desulphurized, 
before passing to the Thomas converters. 


Ruhr and Saar Districts 


In the blast furnaces of the Ruhr and Saar districts, 
similar problems had to be solved owing to the greater use, 
as compared with pre-war practice, of domestic low-grade 
ores derived largely from the Salzgitter area, and the ex- 
tended use of the minette ores from the Lorraine and 
Luxembourg. One interesting development connected with 
the extensive use of minette and Salzgitter ores was the 
production of vanadium slag in the Thomas converters. By 
this means Germany became self-sufficient in vanadium 
supplies, though at some inconvenience to the smooth 
working of the Thomas steel works, owing to the extra 
handling, setting aside of necessary equipment, administra- 
tive work and so on. The technical aspects of vanadium 
recovery are fully dealt with in the reports. 

Outstanding developments in steel-making practice were : 
the production of low-nitrogen steel in the basic converter, 
suitable for many deep-drawing applications ; the greatly 
extended use of duplexing of hot blown metal from the 
converters, both in the open-hearth and electric furnaces, 
where large tonnages of special steels were produced by 
duplexing of Thomas metal; the erection of all-basic lined 
open-hearth furnaces, lives of up to 2,900 heats per roof 
heing claimed; carburetting of coke-oven gas. Perhaps 
one of the most interesting technical developments was the 
use of ‘‘ mixed” steel, whereby metallurgical advantages 
possessed by each of the three main processes were ingeni- 
ously utilized for such purposes as alloy conservation with 
simultaneous conformity to rigid sulphur and phosphorus 
requirements, etc., by mixing, in the tapping ladle, pre- 
determined proportions of electric and open-hearth or 
Thomas steel. 

The war-time substitute steels developed in Germany 
reflected the tight supply position of ferro-alloys ; early in 
the war, the use of nickel was abandoned wherever practic- 
able and Cr-Mo steels became the general standby for most 
purposes except for heavy guns and thick armour plate, 
where nickel was still indispensable. Later on, as supplies 
of molybdenium gradually dried up, Cr-Mn, Cr-Mn-V and 
Cr-V steels made up the pattern of alloy steel production, 
while in the final stages, when chrome supplies were cut off, 
Mn-V and Mn-Si steels were the basis of special steel 
economy. The reports cited below contain much data on 
the steel specifications for different applications. 

In the field of roiling mill practice, the outstanding 
development was again at the H. Goering Watenstedt plant. 


At Dortmund Hoerder Huttenverein a 4-high plate mil] 
capable of taking slabs weighing 100 tons was installed jn 
1938 ; at this works also a special plant was developed for 
the induction hardening of armour plate. The various 
works of the Mannesmann concern, which produced some 
300,000 tons of tubes yearly, and in 1943 a record of 459,000 
tons, are fully described. The principal feature of the 
Witten works was the equipment for the extrusion of seam- 
less pipe. It is claimed that this process is lower in cost than 
for any other process of seamless pipe production. 

No advances of outstanding importance were encountered 
as regards heavy forging, but a striking feature in drop. 
forging practice was the trend towards extremely heavy 
hammers, particularly of the Beche double-acting type, 
The casting of die blocks with the forging impression wag 
perhaps the most notable development in this field. The 
blocks were cast in electric furnace steel with 50/60 per cent, 
loss between casting weight and finished machined die 
weight. 

Most of the steel foundries were old and poorly equipped, 
with one or two outstanding exceptions. All large castings 
were made from open-hearth steel, and electric steel for the 
smaller ones, while H.F.. steel was used for aircraft castings, 
An interesting development was the use of cement-silica sand 
mixtures for moulding materials. The most interesting 
advance in casting practice is undoubtedly the production of 
centrifugally cast tubes, at D. E. W., Bochaum and at the 
Deutsche Eisenwerke. By this method gun barrels, peri- 
scope tubes and special’ steel cylinder liners were produced, 
particularly in stainless steels, and a feature of the process 
is the high transverse strength obtained.

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Blue Deferred Units for 
Utility Furniture 


HE Board of Trade announce that the blue deferred 
units issued to Utility furniture permit holders between 
March and October 1945 will become valid on Septem- 
ber 1, 1946. The effect of this is that from this date retailers 
and manufacturers may accept both brown and blue Utility 
furniture units. The green units will be invalid from 
§eptember 1. The holders of green units who still wish to 
yse them should return their units to the Utility Furniture 
Office, Kingsway, Southport, which will send them brown 
wits in exchange. Other coloured units (e.g. violet and red) 
are not yet valid and must not be accepted. 

The Board wish to make it quite clear that this does not 
mean that the supplies of all articles within the present range 
of Utility furniture are sufficient to meet all the demands of 
prmit holders. In particular, the production of uphol- 
tered furniture still remains considerably below the demand 
for these articles. The present delay in delivery is quite 
mavoidable, but there should be some improvement in the 
nar future, as the production of textiles for furniture is 
increasing. Supply of some of the other articles of Utility 
furniture is more plentiful, but it will be some time before 
adequate supplies can be expected of the many new items 
which are being added to the Utility range, e.g. Cotswold 
funiture, etc. There is more delay in delivery in some parts 
of the country than in others, but everything possible is 
being done to spread supplies evenly throughout the 
country. 


Wool Prices Order 


The Control of Wool (No. 25) (Prices) Order, 1945, as 
subsequently amended, has provided maximum prices for 
certain categories of wool, except where sold for export or 
for incorporation in articles to be exported, and in certain 
other circumstances. 

The Board of Trade have now made the Control of 
Wool (No. 31) (Prices) Order, 1946, which came into force 
on August 12, 1946. This Order continues these maximum 
prices for sales against wool ration certificates for home 
trade use issued in respect of a period ending before July 1, 
1946 and provides a new schedule of maximum prices for 
ther sales of such wool, subject to the same exceptions. 
The Control of Wool (No. 25) (Prices) Order, 1945, as 
amended is revoked.

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New Toilet Preparations 
Order 


he Board of Trade have made a new Order, the Toilet 
Oy inqeetis (Consolidation) Order, 1946, S.R. & O. 

1946 No. 1372 (Price 3d. from H.M. Stationery Office) 
which revokes and re-enacts in consolidated form the 
Toilet Preparations Nos. 3, 4, 5 and 6 Orders. The new 
Order makes the following changes :— 

Registered manufacturers of toilet preparations will now 
be permitted to mark their goods with their brand names or 
trade marks, provided that these are included in the List to 
be kept with the new Toilet Preparations Register, which is 
being prepared. It is hoped to publish the new Register 
within the next few weeks, but until then manufacturers 
whose trade marks or brand names have been accepted for 
inclusion in the List should continue to mark their goods 
with their name and address as previously required, so as to 
avoid any confusion amongst their distributors. 

Provision is made for the distribution of imported goods 
on the home market. Importers who have already been 
licensed by the Import Licensing Department to import 
toilet preparations should apply to the Assistant Secretary, 
Board of Trade, IM2B Division, Neville House, Page Street, 
S.W.1, for a licence under the new Order, so that their names 
can be included in the List of Licensed Importers which will 
be kept and published with the Toilet Preparations Register. 
Importers will also be required to label the goods with their 
name and address and the number of the licence issued to 
them under Article 5 of the Toilet Preparations (Consolida- 
tion) Order, 1946. 

An omission in the previous Orders has been corrected to 
allow distributors to purchase and supply goods which have 
been packed by a licensed packer whose name appears on 
the List of Licensed Packers kept with the Toilet Prepara- 
tions Register, although the goods may not have been packed 
by a registered manufacturer. 

A new form of return, T.P./6, for goods manufactured and 
supplied by registered manufacturers, replaces form T.P./5. 
The new form will be used for the period which ended on 
June 30, 1946, and for subsequent periods. The form is 
being printed and will be sent at the earliest possible date to 
all registered persons, so that they can complete and return 
it before the date specified in Article 11 of the Order 
(September 30, 1946). 





End of Advisory Panels on 
Demobilisation Outfits 


The three Advisory Panels which did so much to ass t 
the Ministry of Supply to obtain the clothing and headgear 
for the demobilised servicemen have finished their task. 
These panels, consisting of representatives of the employers 
and Trade Unions in the industries concerned, together with 
the representatives of the Ministry of Supply, the Board of 
Trade and the Ministry of Labour, were responsible not only 
for the planning of the vast production programmes, but 
also for ensuring their performance at rates which were 
frequently stepped up at short notice as releases from the 
Services were expedited. 

Sir Cecil Weir, formerly Director-General of Equipment 
and Stores at the Ministry of Supply, and Mr. William 
Lemkin, C.B.E., former Director of Clothing and Textiles, 
continued to preside over these Advisory Panels until their 
termination a few days ago. 

Sir Cecil Weir, in winding up the Central Advisory Panel 
(Suits, Shirts, etc.) in London, the North-West and District 
Advisory Panel (Rainwear, Mackintoshes and Overcoats) 
and the Headgear Advisory Panel in Manchester recently, 
spoke in high praise of the achievements of the clothing and 
hat industries. They had, he said, performed an almost 
impossible task in providing at a rate far higher than was 
ever expected to be required, clothing and hats for over four 
million men. 

This included a margin stock sufficient with the now 
reduced rate of output to cover all requirements to the end 
of 1946, after which date the normal tendering procedure 
would operate. 

It was a remarkable and successful example of co-opera- 
tion between manufacturer, operative and Government 
Departments and they could now turn over the greater part 
of their capacity to civilian needs with « sense of just pride 
in a great performance which would live for ever in the 
annals of the clothing industries of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


The British Standards Institution has issued notification 
P.D.514, amendment to the British Standard Specification 
for Internal Combustion Engines (excluding carburettor- 
type engines) (B.S.649-1935) with a view to bringing the 
British Standard Specification for Internal Combustion 
Engines (excluding carburettor-type engines) into line with 
current commercial practice. This amendment revises 
clause 4, Rated Output and Speed, the basic temperature for 
the rating of the engine now being raised from 62° F. to 
85° F. Figures are given for the reduction of the rated 
output of the engine if the operating conditions depart from 
the standard conditions of barometric pressure and ambient 
(engine room) pressure. 

A further deduction from the rated output of the engine is 
provided for where combinations of high atmospheric 
temperature and humidity agree. 

The tolerance on fuel consumption as specified in clause 10 
of the specification has also been modified.

The Patent Office. 
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A Summary of Economic Conditions 
in Peru from 1934 to 1945 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s First Secretary

prosperity as viewed through the balance sheet of the 

Peruvian budget remained steadily at ‘‘ set fair.’ 
Revenue expanded from 126 million soles in 1934 to 184 
million soles in 1938 and although this was accompanied 
by increased expenditure, the determined efforts which 
were*made to eliminate former budgetary deficits and to 
restore confidence in Government credit were successful 
in so far as the internal situation was concerned. From 
1934 to 1938 surpluses averaged nearly three million soles 
a year. This improvement was reflected in the rising 
values of banking, insurance and the majority of industrial 
shares. Imports increased from 171 million soles in 1934 
to 260 million soles in 1938 while exports during the same 
period rose from 305 million to 342 million soles. The 
favourable trade balances between 1934 and 1938 averaged 
some 120 million soles a year. 

The years 1934 to 1937 witnessed good cotton crops 
which until October 1937 commanded high prices, but these 
fell sharply on receipt of information that the crop in the 
United States was unusually large. The situation as regards 
sugar was less satisfactory. Prices remained low and left 
little margin of profit, consequently some of the sugar 
producers closed down their factories and turned their 
land over to cotton cultivation. 

As regards minerals, 1933 saw a sharp recovery from the 
low levels to which exports of these had fallen since 1929. 
‘This situation was maintained and from a value of 167 
million soles in 1934 exports rose to 222 million soles in 
1938. 

Industrial development in Peru on a more extended 
scale was a logical sequence to the devaluation of the 
sol in 1930 which naturally raised prices of imported 
goods. Protective tariffs and the availability of many raw 
materials, hydro-electric power, cheap labour, etc., were 
additional incentives. Local factories in existence in 1938 
were, with few exceptions, those easy to operate and were 
devoted, almost exclusively, to the production of consumer 
goods'such as cotton, wool and silk textiles, leather, cement, 
soap, candles, flour, alcohol, wine, beer, glassware, alumi- 
niumf ware, cotton seed oil, certain chemicals, provisions, 
etc. Heavy industries however found little place in the 
country’s economy, but lucrative possibilities were attached 
to the development of almost any other branch of manu- 
facture.

Unsatisfactory Period 


The optimism which had characterized the general 
outlook during these years disappeared in 1939 when Peru 
experienced one of the most unsatisfactory agricultural 
periods in recent times. The situation was further com- 
plicated by the carry-over of a large stock of 1938 cotton 
which, coupled with the 1939 crop of under average quality, 
presented a very difficult marketing problem. European 
buyers failed to display their normal interest in the cotton 
futures market and the situation grew steadily worse. 
The‘ foreign exchange supply was directly affected and the 
Peruvian sol weakened appreciably. With the outbreak of 
war. however, a marked and rapid change occurred. Foreign 
demand forced prices to high levels, and the volume of 
exports was such that practically all of the 1938 and 1939 
crops were disposed of by the end of the year. 

The effects of the war were apparent in a multitude of 
directions. Immediately on the outbreak of hostilities the 
Government created an office for the purpose of controlling 
and stemming any undue increase in prices. For a time the 
efforts of this body were moderately successful but, when 
shortages of necessities became pronounced, a black market 
intervened and it was furthermore no longer possible to 
avoid a steady increase in the cost of living. The official 
index figures of this, based on 100 in the 1934-1936 period, 
os to 210 by December 1945. The general situation 


was aggravated by continuous demands of labour for higher 
wages, which by 1945 were said to have doubled since 
1939. Government expenditure increased and large borrow- 
ings were made from the Central Reserve Bank. Mean- 
while the note issue rose from 132 million soles in 1939 
to 502 millions in 1945. Other repercussions of the war, 
as they relate to Peruvian economy are dealt with in 
ensuing paragraphs. 


National Budget 


K’ Reference has already been made to the considerable 
expansion which took place in pre-war years in the national 
budget which is generally considered to be the all powerful 
factor controlling the operating of the economic machine, 
The annual surpluses which had been a feature of the budget 
for five consecutive years, disappeared in 1939 when there 
was a deficit of five million soles. By 1944 this had in- 
creased to 37 million soles. This was due to the fact that 
although revenue had increased by 114-4 per cent. expen- 
diture had gone up by 128-2 per cent. Extraordinary 
and supplementary credits had risen from 10 million soles 
in 1939 to nearly 45 million in 1944. The government’s 
accounts for 1945 will in all probability reveal a deficit 
roughly estimated at about 40 million soles. Actual 
expenditure in 1939 was 185 million soles as against the 
estimates of 716 million soles in 1946. The consolidated 
internal debt had trebled during the last 5 years, whilst 
the floating and short-term debt had more than doubled 
since 1939. Both these debts amounted to some 897 
million soles on June 30, 1945, compared to 327 million 
soles at the end of 1939. 

As a result of the Government’s avowed intention of 
re-establishing the country’s credit abroad, a bill em- 
bodying proposals for resuming these services was presented 
to Congress on December 31, 1945, but has not yet been 
discussed. The 1946 estimates, however, include ten 
million soles for the resumption of the foreign debt services 
if the bill in its present or modified form is passed. 

The strength of the Peruvian economic structure has 
always been in the diversity of its exportable products ; 
its weakness lay in the inability of the country to become 
self-supporting in many kinds of foodstuffs. In consequence 
of this, it has been necessary to import wheat, rice, beef, 
butter, etc., in order to feed its growing population. The 
mainstay of its agriculture has invariably been cotton 
and sugar and under war-time conditions, with the ensuing 
high prices, exports of these two commodities in 1945 had 
an approximate value of £13-7 million as against £48 
million in 1939. 


Cultivation 


It has been estimated that there are approximately 
3,800,000 acres of land under cultivation in Peru. There 
are, however, vast districts to the east of the Andes which 
remain uncultivated due to their inaccessibility to consum- 
ing centres. There are also coastal areas which require 
irrigation before they can be cultivated. The science 
of irrigation was’ known to the Incaic and pre-incaic in- 
habitants’of Peru for hundreds of years before the Spanish 
conquest, and it is not improbable that there was then 4 
greater extension of land under cultivation on the coast 
than there is to-day. In the dry and arid lands which 
extend from the oil fields in the north to the nitrate pampas 
of Chile, and where seldom anything heavier than a Scotch 
mist comes to moisten the parched earth, rich rewards 
have followed in the wake of irrigation. It is in the arti- 
ficially watered valleys of this coast that sugar cane and 
the world famous Tanguis cotton find the ideal conditions 
for their development. In its contribution to Peruvian 
agriculture, irrigation is the key to what would otherwise 
be an eternally closed door. Yet, in spite of all that 
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irrigation means to Peru and all that remains to be done, 
no new works of outstanding importance have been carried 
to a conclusion during the past few years. It is estimated 
that 14 million acres of land in the coastal zone could be 
turned into valuable properties when projects which have 
been studied and recommended become concrete realities. 
If these were carried through in their entirety, the cost, 
which might be anything between £20 million and £40 million 
would undoubtedly help to render the country self sup- 
porting in the matter of foodstuffs. 


In Peru there is no lack of financial support for medium 
sized projects, particularly in the industrial field« and an 
appreciable number have come into existence during the 
last six years. One of the largest industrial enterprises 
created during the war was the industrialization of the 
department of Ancash, the keystone of the project being 
the construction of a 125,000 k.w. hydro-electric power 
plant. The authorized capital of the company, known as 
the Corporacion Peruana del Santa, was fixed at 100,000,000 
soles (nearly £4 million) and was subscribed entirely by 
the State. This work, though handicapped at the begin- 
ning by difficulties in obtaining supplies of machinery 
and plant ordered, appears to be developing and it is pro- 
bable that it will be followed by similar undertakings in 
other parts of the country. 


Mineral Resources 


Peru’s mineral resources have been well-known ever 
since the first tide of conquest rolled down the Pacific 
coast more than 400 years ago and brought about the world’s 
first gold rush of any magnitude. In the course of time, 
interest veered to those other minerals, many of which 


now figure much more prominently than gold in Peruvian 


statistical returns. These include copper, zinc, lead, 
silver, antimony, bismuth, tungsten, vanadium, together 
with petroleum and its derivatives. The value of exports 


of these minerals rose from 222 million soles in 1938 to 
249 millions in 1945. Output was stimulated to some extent 
by the demand for strategic minerals by the United Nations, 
but in some mining enterprises, the shortages of new 
equipment and operating supplies, ordinarily obtained 
from the United States, retarded expansion. 

The tendency to-day is to exploit the petroleum industry 
much more than hitherto. With this object in view, a 
concession is likely to be granted to the International 
Petroleum Company to develop Government oil reserves 
in the Sechura Desert. Other oil concessions might be 
taken up by other foreign companies to operate in the 
jungle areas east of the Andes, if the new oil law now under 
consideration contains sufficient inducements to attract 
foreign enterprises. It is, at any rate, abundantly clear 
that, in view of the difficult terrain and’ the distances 
involved, a large capital outlay will be necessary if petroleum 
is to be brought across the Andes to a port on the Pacific 
coast. 


Increased Foreign Trade 


According to the 1940 census, some 45,000 of the gain- 
fully employed population of 2,475,000 were engaged in 
the mining industry. This compares with 1,293,000 in 
agriculture. It is considered that the total population of 
the country, calculated at 7,023,111 in 1940, has consider- 
ably increased, since that date and that most of this increase 
has been absorbed into national industries since foreign 
trade only expanded so far as values were concerned. 
In this respect, exports rose from 342 million soles in 1938 
to 674 million in 1945 and imports from 260 million to 
The other side of the picture shows the 
obvious inflation which occurred, since during the same 
period the volume of exports dropped from 2,343,000 
metric tons to 1,892,000 tons and imports from 551,000 
metric tons to 469,000 tons. This shrinkage in volume of 
Peru’s imports was mainly responsible for the present 
shortage of many kinds of consumer and capital goods. 
With the outbreak of war, the country was cut off from her 
principal customers in the European continent, and later 
from those in the Far East. 

Peru has always been dependent on outside markets 
for a large part of her requirements and with the drying 
up of so many of her old sources of supply, the situation 
would have been serious had it not been for increased 
domestic manufactures and the new markets she was able 
to find within the Americas. The extent to which the 
latter responded and altered the drift of Peru’s foreign 
trade is revealed in the following customs statistics covering 
the period 1936 to 1945 :—

During the three years preceding the war, the share of 
both the United States and Germany of Peru’s total trade 
increased appreciably, while that of the United Kingdom 
declined. Helped by the system of compensation trading 
based on the Aski-mark, imports from Germany increased 
from about £700,000 in 1934 to nearly £24 millions in 1938. 

The extent to which the United Kingdom’s trade with 
Peru was affected will be observed from the following :—

A very brief survey of the diversified character of Peru’s 
imports even under war-time restrictions should convince 
United Kingdom manufacturers that the growth of domestic 
industry in Peru has by no means sounded the death knell 
to their prospects of business in this country. On the 
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contrary, the additional purchasing power provided by 
the considerable increase in the value of her exports should 
favour the importation of a large variety of goods. Ex- 
pansion has occurred in a number of Peruvian pre-war 
industries and sufficient incentive has been found for 
industrialists to embark on some entirely new undertakings. 
Prominent among the latter is the fish canning industry 
which, according to an American expert, might eventually 
rival that of California. Among other industries established 
during the war are factories for manufacture of rayon 
yarn, paper, rubber tyres, bottles, yeast, condensed milk 
and many others of lesser importance. With the exception 
of fish canning the products of these local industries are 
mainly for home consumption and meet the popular 
demand for goods at lower prices than those prevailing 
for articles of foreign manufacture. There is, however, 
nearly always a fair margin for the sale of imported goods 
and though, due to anticipated tariff increases, reduction 
in certain imports is expected, this loss is likely to be 
off-set by increased imports of those manufactures for 
which Peru is practically dependent on supplies from abroad. 
In this connection may be mentioned machinery and tools 
of all kinds for agriculture, mining, oil and industrial 
enterprises, electrical and telephone material, motor cars, 
trucks, buses, locomotives, steel rails, fine cutlery, scientific 
instruments and raw material required by Peruvian in- 
dustries. Except for cement and composition pipes for 
water and drainage, all the capital goods required by public 
utility concerns have to be imported. 


Public Services 


# For a long time all public services have been in need of 
repairs, replacements and extensions and, dating from the 
cessation of hostilities in Europe, Peruvian industrialists 
and traders have been endeavouring to negotiate purchases 
of capital and consumer goods which they had been unable 
to obtain to the extent desired during the war years. 
Restrictions in United States, United Kingdom, etc., 
precluded heavy purchases with reasonable delivery dates 
and this situation still applies to many United Kingdom 
exports. Sweden and Switzerland have, however, in- 
creased and are augmenting their exports to this country, 
the former being considerably assisted by cargo vessels 
which started to renew and increase their services between 
both countries in the summer of 1945. United States 
exports have also risen in volume due to the removal of 
many export restrictions and to the fact that there are 
frequent vessels running between the United States and 
Peruvian ports. Opportunities now exist not only to 
recapture the trade which United Kingdom exporters lost 
during the war but possibly to increase it appreciably if 
supplies could be readily obtained from the United Kingdom. 
As steamer communications between both countries have 
improved considerably during the last six months, and more 
frequent sailings are expected as a result of the new vessels 
shortly to be allocated to this route, no difficulties are 
likely to be experienced as regards shipping space; the 
main obstacle would appear to be the inability of United 
Kingdom exporters to meet all demands with prompt 
delivery. 

As from January 24, 1945, import licences were required 
for all foreign merchandise even if the value of the imported 
article had already been paid for, whilst export licences were 
only issued on receipt of an undertaking to hand the 
foreign currency proceeds of all exports to the Central 
Reserve Bank. No difficulties or delays have been ex- 
perienced in obtaining remittances not only for licenced 
imports but for the payment of certain dividends and for 
reasonable amounts required for other purposes. Since 
September 1940 the buying and selling rates of exchange 
have remained at 26.10 and 26.16 soles to the £. 

The population of Peru is between 7 and 8 million, but 
this figure cannot be taken as a criterion of the capacity to 
purchase imported goods as at least five millions are indians 
and mestizos with a very low standard of living. Qualify- 
ing this is the vast potentiality of the country to absorb 
immigration. With an eye to the future as well as to relieve 
existing shortages of labour and technicians, a Council 
was appointed by the Government of May 10, 1946, which 
was directed to study the needs of the country and submit 
recommendations for developing immigration on a large 
scale. Under population is a feature of South American 
republics to which Peru is no exception. In every branch 
of enterprise whether it be agriculture, fishing, mining 
or industry, there is room for expansion, and if anything 
practical materializes from the recognition of these facts, 
this should contribute towards relieving Europe of some 
thousands of its surplus population. In Peru it would 
mean a visible step forward on the road to economic and 
commercial expansion.

Shipping Casualty Returns 


The Liverpool Underwriters’ Association has _ issued 
classified returns of casualties to motor and steam vessels 
of 500 gross tons and upwards of all nationalities which 
have been posted in the Loss Book during the month 
ended July 31, 1946. These returns are compared with 
similar periods for the years 1943-1945. 

In July 1946, 11 total losses of motor and steam vessels 
were shown. These amounted to a gross tonnage of 31,196 
of which two vessels were British, amounting to 5,650 
gross tons. Two were American and totalled 14,374 gross 
tons. The rest were foreign. 

In July 1945 there were eight total losses amounting to 
24,651 gross tons. Of these, two amounting to 7,090 gross 
tons were British, one of 7,194 gross tons was American, 
and the rest were foreign. 

July 1944 showed total losses of three vessels amounting 
to 15,463 gross tons—none were British, and two amount- 
ing to 14,820 gross tons were American.

New Zealand Import Licensing 
Tenth Period 


The Board of Trade have received information from 
H.M. Trade Commissioner, Wellington, that the following 
amendments have been made to the Import Licensing 
Schedule for the 1946 period (see also Board of Trade 
Journal of August 3, 1946, page 1037, and previous 
notices). .

Motor cars from the United Kingdom. It 
has been decided to extend from June 30 
to September 30, 1946, the period during 
which built-up cars may be delivered 
from the suppliers’ factory in the United 
Kingdom for shipment to New Zealand, 
under licences granted for imports of 
unassembled cars. 

Veneers and plywood. In future separate 
applications are to be made for veneers 
and plywood respectively. 

Postage stamps. It has been decided to 
grant licences for the importation of 
postage stamps (used or unused) on an 
exchange basis from any country.

Customs Duties on Absorbent Gauzes and Bandages : The 
Minister (Commercial) to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires 
reports that by virtue of the terms of decree No. 15,364 of 
May 29, published in the Boletin Oficial of June 29, absorb- 
ent gauzes and bandages, cambric bandages, starched 
unbleached gauze (‘‘ liencillos’”’) for bandages and linon or 
tarlatan for plaster work, imported into Argentina will no 
longer enjoy the exemption from customs duties granted 
under Article 6 of the Customs Law to medicines, drugs, 
instruments and apparatus for national, provincial or 
municipal hospitals. These goods will, therefore,“now be 
subject to the normal Customs duties.

Supply of Wool Cloth for Export 
as Garments 


In order to introduce more flexibility into the arrange- 
ments for the export of wool cloth and garments, it has been 
decided that the small separate allocation of wool cloth for 
garment exports be merged with the substantially larger 
wool cloth allocation. This arrangement will come into 
effect as from the next allocation period commencing 
October 1, 1946. 

Part of the cloth allocation for export has still to be 
reserved to meet the essential cloth requirements of certain 
specified markets, and this part will, therefore, not be avail- 
able for export as garments. All the rest, however, com- 
prising the wool exporters’ open allocations, and the cloth 
manufacturers’ allocations, will be available for export either 
as cloth or as garments, and the previous garment pool has 
been added to the manufacturers’ allocations. Cloth 
manufacturers have been told that they are expected to 
make available this increased quantity wherever practicable 
for garment export, and both they and cloth exporters in 
general have been informed that the Board of Trade hope 
that under the new arrangement they will make increasing 
quantities available for garment export. 

As from October 1, therefore, manufacturers of woven 
wool garments for export will not be able to obtain any 
certificate from the Wool Control for their cloth require- 
ments. They should arrange for their cloth supplies direct 
with cloth manufacturers and merchants in the normal 
course of business as before the war.
